Washington, May 20.— If Speaker Reed 


would abide by the wishes of the rank and 
lie of his friends and admirers, he would 
take the second place on the ticket to be 
nominated at St. Louis, if he cannot get 
he first place, and Governor McKinley 
seems to come very near to having a mort- 
gage on that. In fact there can be no 
loubt that the combination of those two 
names on the ticket would give satisfac- 
bion to more Republicans than any other 
that could be made. Whatever may be 
the relations existing between some of 
their individual friends, Speaker Reed 
and Governor McKnley, although for the 
second time rivals for high party honor, 
are on the most cordial terms with each 
other; and they have already proven by 
the great work they did in tho Fiftieth 
congress, after having been rivals for the 
ipenkerahip of the house, that they work 
well in double harness and make a very 
strong team. That neither of these men 
ihould hanker after the vice presidency is 
not strange, but they are bothjthoroxigh 
republicans, and as such would not refuse 
to accept duty imposed on them by tho 
national convention. It is safe to predict 
that if tho convention selects those two 
men neither will decline.

CORRECT POSITION. 


It Adda aiucb to the Healthfolnms and 


Safety of Cycllnc. 


In wheeling, as in horseback riding, 


driving, eta.,there is a correct and an in- 
correct position, often the result, to a 
greater or less extent, of the position of 
the handle, bars. An awkward carriage 
or position is evidently the ri^le with 
the majority of wheelmen. A.prevalent 
idea is that the nearer the position as- 
sumed resembles that of the racing cy- 
thst tlie nearer perfection it becomes. 
This assumption is1 decidedly wrong-. 
The two positions, that of tie racing 
man and that of the road or pleasure 
lider, a.re not related and should not 
be confused. The racing man in the 
correct position of the road rider could 
not obtain anywhere near tlie speed 
necessary to win a race, while tlie road 
or pleasure rider only adds more iv eig'ht 
and fatigue to himself by riding after 
the style of a racing- cyclist. The po- 
sition for good road riding is with tlie 
bod.v sti.light, with u slight bend from 
the waist, juul not from the back, and 
the head up. The racing position is 
just the opposite. 


According to the opinions of numer- 


ous w licclmen an ensy riding carring-e 
cannot ba obtained by having 
the 


handle bnrs on almost a level with the 
upj>er brace or top tube. The handle 
grips should be so elmated as to be par- 
allel with the soat, nnd the seat so ad- 
justed Ob to permit the heel of the shoe 
worn by the rider to rest lightly upon 
the pedal when the leg is fully extended. 
In the correct position the cyclist 
should, at any moment be able to take 
hia hands off the handle grips and not 
niter his position in the slightest. 
It 


g'ives him peifectl mastery over his 
wheel in cn&e of danger. In the racing 
stjle there is hardly a muscle alxne 
tlie waist that is not thrown out of its 
proper place. The shoulders are forced 
back xintil they almost meet, w hile the 
neck and lungs are misplaced, thus pre- 
venting propc-r breathing and action 
It also slow ly butcurely worksa physic- 
al deformity in the carriage of the 
rider w lien off n w heel. 


It is a mistaken idea that the tighter 


one grips the luindlc bars of tho bi- 
cj-cle the better one cani-ixle. Tlu b«] 
imcing is not done by the hands after 
once knowing bow to ride, but by the 
feet upon the pedals and the legs 
niyainst the frame. The handle bars arc 
only necessary for the purpose of steer- 
ing, mounting, dismounting and 
far 


leverage. In the correct ]x>sition the 
arms of the rider can be perfectly 
£"iaiRht, with the elbows set if (k-sirecl, 
or slightly bent at the* el bow s. so 1 hat in 
going over rough roads he is able to pi e- 
lent much of the jolting that naturally 
occurs.—X. Y. Post. 


THE VACUUM PEDAL. 


A Device Which IH Intended to Supersede 


the Too Clips. 


A new idea in pedals, which i.s de- 


signed to replace toe clips or bunds, is 
shown herewith, ajid combines great 
•simplicity w ith apparently much merit. 
It consists essentially of a vacuum cup 
of rubber, upon the open face of w hieh 
tho foot is pre.sflixl, forcing out the air, 
and holding the foot by wliaf is com- 
monly called "suction." To provide a 
perfectly smooth surface, free from all 


air i ents at the edges of the cup, a mot.11 
plate is attached to the shoe, on UK 
smooth face of which the cup is placed 
Although this vacuum cup w i l l hold 
the foot with a strength equal to 3i' 
pounds duvet pressure, the shoe 
i« 


readily removed from the petl.il bv a 
quick shifting movement, which per 
miti an inflow of air.—St. Louis lii1- 
public. 


How to Repair tt Panctnre. 


It is not in the Icsust nect-ssaj-j for a 


puncture to drive the a\eirage ruler i n t o 
a state of panic, and if he will but UiKi 
a moment, or two to do the job proparlv 
he will be amply repaid, provided, of 
course, that he ha-s bingle-Uitx. tn-.-s 
In the first place, make sure that the 
plug has a blunt edge patch of ample 
surface; the more ample the stronger 
the mending will be. 
It is not ncccs 


i.iry to attempt to put a very largt 
patch into a very small hole, lo com- 
plete the operation see that the puni - 
ture hole and tlie plug penknife w i l l 
serve the purpose—and then v\ it!i a ce- 
ment of good consistency insert the 
plug, inflate the tire, allowing the foi 
mei a moment or two to prop&ily fii't- 
tle, cut off the projecting stem and rule 
awaj.

SUES TO RECOVER THOUSANDS. 


Sensational Action Apalnat the Northern 


Pacific Road Began. 


The papers in a sensational suit in the 


United States court have been served 
at Seattle, Wash. It is the suit of L. G. 
Dillman, a prominent real estate dealer, 
of Spokane, ag-ainst the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad company, and in the com- 
plaint he teJls in full the story of the 
gigantic frauds practiced by Shulze in 
connection with the bale of lands ad- 
jacent to Spokane. 
DLllraan asks for 


the return of $312,000, of which he says 
he was deliberately defrauded, for $112,- 
400 damages, which he claims, to have 
suffered by reasoa of fal&© representa- 
tions, and for the further sum of $65,000, 
which he claims to have paid out on 
promissory notes signed in behalf of the 
road. The suit is directed against the 
receivers, McHenry aud Bigelow, of the 
eastern district, and Receiver Burleiffh, 
of this district, and also against the 
Farmers' Loan and Trust company, as 
holding a mortgage on the Northern 
Pacific, the complainant claiming that 
the 
money has passed 
into the 


the hands of the receivers and w o& used 
by them to pay interest on the mort- 
gage, anrl that they now hold the bal- 
ance in the treoitii y, of which thei have 
control. 
Dillman states that the re- 


ceivers are peifectly willing to make a 
proper adjudication if the courts can de- 
cree the real amount of the indebted- 
ness.

The exclusion of American cnttl1* 


from Belgium is one of the nitnn topics 
treated in the correspondence to be pub 
lished 111 the forthcoming' volume of 
"Foreign Eelations." 
Since October, 


1804, tlie United States government has 
been protesting- against the harshness 
of the regulations of prohibition. The 
Belgian gmerntncnt maintained that 
the prohibition u as justified by the di.s- 
coverj of eonta^ious pleuro-pneumoma 
in beeves nrrhing from the 
United 


States, and Secretory Gresham and Sec 
retary Olncy responded with actual 
statements that the cattle shipped from 
this countrj were in excellent sanitary 
condition. The correspondence pub- 
lished ends with a note from Secretary 
Olney to Jlr Euinof, United States min- 
ister at llrussels, approving1 a protest 
he addressed to vhe Helg-ian minister for 
foreign .iff.iirs against the exclusion of 
cattle 
The protest, or remonstrance, 


as Mr. Kwmg calls it, v>as based on the 
fact "of the great cnre and expense of 
the systematic and complete inspection 
of cattle for export" provided by the 
United Sta.tes government and "of th« 
\ery slight e\idence of contagious dis 
case claimed to ha\ e been discovered by 
the sanitary officials of Belgium."
